Ponderous  registration  machinery  moves  into  gear  Mon- 
I day  for  an  expected  fall-quarter  signup  of  more  than  9,000 
Brigham  Young  University  students,  according  to  Bliss  H. 
Crandall,  dean  of  admissions  and  records. 

A maze  of  registration  works  will  be  set  up  in  Smith 
Fieldhouse  where  students  will  be  admitted  according  to  strict 
alphabetical  order. 

Should  Report  Early 
Students  should  report  to  the 
fieldhouse  five  to  10  minutes 
before  the  time  listed.  Those 
who  report  10  or  more  minutes 
late  must  return  with  the  late- 
comers. Tuesday  at  3:30  p.m. 

A late  fee  of  $5  will  be  charg- 
ed for  those  registering  after 
maximum  of  $10.  Late  registra- 
tion will  begin  Wednesday  at  8 
p.m.  in  the  Smith  Ballroom. 

Students  who  are  ill  on  reg- 
istration days  may  register  late 
without  paying  the  fee  upon  pre- 
sentation of  statement  from  their 
physician,  Dean  Crandall  stated. 

Changes  in  registration  will 
not  be  accepted  until  Friday,  in 
order  to  give  the  Machine  Ac- 
counting Department  opportun- 
ity to  set  up  enrollment  records. 

Packets  have  been  prepared 
for  students  who  attended  BYU 
spring  or  summer  quarters  of 
1957.  These  students  should 
bring  their  spring  or  summer  ac- 
tivity cards  in  order  to  gain  ad- 
mittance to  the  fieldhouse  with 
their  alphabetic  group. 

Importance  Stressed 
New  and  former  students 
should  ha,ve  obtained  an  admiss- 
ions or  readmissions  by  Friday. 
Those  who  have  not  cleared  with 
admissions  will  be  permitted  to 
enter  the  fieldhouse  with  their 
alphabetic  group  through  the  en- 
trance for  registration  advise- 
ment only.  They  may  complete 
their  registration  Wednesday  or 
later,  when  packets  are  avail- 
able.
